To the Citizens of Cheshire County: 

In compliance with the laws of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, we herewith submit our report for the year ending Dec. 
31, 1925, together with the reports of various other county 
officers to which we would respectfully call your attention for 
information in detail of the work accomplished in county 
affairs. 

The hearty cooperation now existing among the county, 
city and town officials is not only being reflected in the sound 
condition of our financial affairs, but also in the comfort and 
contentment of the unfortunates entrusted to our care. How- 
ever, there is always room for improvement and we would 
welcome suggestions from any interested citizen who has 
personally inspected our institutions. 

The present arrangement for housing convicts at the county 
farm is not as good as in most of the other counties of the 
state, but we expect to be able to present a plan in the near 
future which will prove more satisfactory. 

The sale of the county jail to the City of Keene necessitates 
the continuance of the plan adopted in July, 1921, of sending 
jail convicts to Manchester, which seems to be the most 
economical way of caring for that class of prisoners. 

Much needed repairs have been made at the Court House. 

The rebinding of many of the older records in the registry 
of deeds office will be appreciated by those who have occasion 


to use them, 
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The many improvements at ‘‘Maplewood Home’’ must be 
seen to be appreciated, and when considered in connection 
with the actual reduced per capita cost of supporting the 
inmates and prisoners, merits our hearty approval of the wise 
and faithful management of Supt. and Mrs. Sherman and their 
loyal assistants.

Dear Sir: 


We have carefully investigated your proposed develop- 
ment for water power on Partridge Brook on your County 
Farm and submit the following report: 

The watershed at the proposed dam site is twenty-four 
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(24) square miles. Spofford Lake at the source of the brook 
has a water surface of 1.17 square miles with a watershed of 
4.75 square miles, including the lake itself. Probably a runoff 
of about fifteen cubic feet per second can be obtained for the 
larger part of the time and much more may be used during 
the spring months. 

‘We have made estimates on the cost of development of 
two heads, 18 feet and 19 feet. 

For this, we recommend a vertical Standard Turbine No. 
170 which uses 15 feet per second at 13 feet head and 18 feet 
per second at 19 feet head. This wheel gives 18 H. P. at 18 
feet and 32 H. P. at 19 feet head. 

We estimate the cost of this development as follows:

A meeting of the Cheshire County delegation was held in 
Room 100, State House, Concord, on Wednesday, April 8, at 
9.00 A. M. 

The roll was called, with all present but Faulkner, New- 
man, Reed, Buckminster, Greene, White and Smith. 

On motion of Mr. Empey of Keene, it was voted to take 
from the table the motion raising and appropriating $65,000 
annually for the next two years, for county expenses. 

The clerk reported that the Commissioners desired to 
amend their recommendations by adding $600 to ‘‘Court Ex- 
penses,’’ on account of copying records ordered by the Court, 
making this item $15,600; and by adding $600 to ‘‘Court 
House,’’ on account of necessary repairs to roof, making this 
item $3,600. Other repairs would be taken care of in the 
estimate. 

Mr. Dickinson of Swanzey offered an amendment to his 
original motion to appropriate $2,000 additional, making the 
appropriations for county expenses for the years 1925 and 
1926, $67,000 for each of the years. The amendment was 
adopted, following which the criginal motion, as amended was 
carried. 

On motion of Mr. Dunean of Jaffrey, the following reso- 
lution was adopted unanimously : 


Resolved, That the Treasurer of Cheshire County be in- 
structed to advertise for bids for the public funds in his hands 
in the two newspapers which have the largest circulation in 
the County, in accordance with Section 2, Chapter 158, of the 
Laws of 1915, and also be instructed to borrow money in antici- 
pation of taxes at the lowest possible open market rate, said 
rate paid to be approved by the County Commissioners; and 
that the clerk of the delegation be instructed to mail a copy 
of these resolutions to the County Treasurer. 


A proposed new bill, drawn by Mr. Faulkner of Keene, 
entitled, ‘‘An act to authorize the County of Cheshire to 
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appropriate money for the maintenance of the Elliot Com- 
munity Hospital,’’ was presented, which provides that the 
County may appropriate not exceeding $2,000 in any one year 
in ald of the support and maintenance of that institution. 
Messrs. Empey of Keene, Johnson of Westmoreland and 
Kiig of Walpole and Dickinson of Swanzey spoke on the bill. 


Mr. Dunean of Jaffrey moved to report the bill favorably. 


The Chairman called Mr. Gates of Keene to the chair, and 
spoke on the proposed bill.

The present building is not substantial enough to warrant re- 
building. The new building would provide for sixteen cells. 

Mr. Johnson of Westmoreland added to the report of the 
committee. 

Mr. Empey of Keene suggested having a public hearing 
at Keene, and on his motion, it was voted that the committee 
be instructed to arrange with the Commissioners for a public 
hearing at Keene on this matter.

building on the county premises at Westmoreland, generally

be erected under the direction and supervision of the County 
Commissioners and a committee of three from the County dele- 
gation, and to be completed on or before the first day of 
October, 1926, and the County Commissioners are hereby auth- 
orized to issue bonds of the County to the amount of sixteen 
thousand, five hundred dollars, in denominations of two hun- 
dred, five hundred, or one thousand dollars with interest at four 
per cent per annum, or notes of the County bearing the same 
rate of interest, said bonds or notes to be payable at the rate 
of two thousand dollars annually until fully paid, the proceeds 
thereof to be used for the construction of said jail.
